Italy’s Note to Turkey. 
The Italian note says in part: 
“During a long series of years the 
government of Italy never ceased to 
make representations to the porte upon 
the absolute necessity of correcting 
the state of disorder to which the gov- 
ernment of Turkey had abandoned 
Tripoli and Cyrene. These regions 
should be admitted to the benefits of 
the progress realized by other parts 
of the editerranean and Africa.

‘The fact that the Il- 
linois Central railway is having 
trouble with its employees does not 
necessarily mean that there should 
be any disturbance of labor condi-

Macon, Ga., September 28.——-There 
is no danger of a strike on the Cen- 
tral] Railroad of Georgia. Master 
Mechanic W. H. Fetner said today 
that all the employees in the big 
shops here were satisfied. The em- 
ployees in the shops were recently 
granted a raise of 2% cents per 
hour when they had only asked for 
1 cent. 


Chicago, September 28.—More than 
25,000 shopmen in the employment of 
the Harriman lines are awaiting the 
word to strike, according to the five 


to which most of the men belong. 
These officials have not yet decided 
upon the hour at which to begin the 
struggle, according to these same offi- 
cers, which will, to a great extent, de- 
termine the future attitude of the 
railways in dealing with their em- 
ployees. 

The shopmen will strike, they say, 
not because of any dissatisfaction with 
wages nor conditions of labor, but to 
establish the newly-organized federa- 
tion of shop employees as a means of 
negotiating disputes between a4m- 
ployers and employees. The railroads 
refuse to recognize the federation sbe- 
cause they say it would be prac- 
tically placing all operating affairs in 
the hands of the federation and would 
turn railroad management into chaos, 

Dispute Reaches Climax. 


The dispute reached a climax today 
when Julius Kruttschnitt, vice presi- 
dent of the Harriman lines, reiterated 
the determination of the roads not to 
meet with the federation. J. W. 
Kline, president of the International 
Biacksimths and Helpers’ Union, com- 
municated this decision to other union 
heads and then authorized a statement 
that a strike would be called as soon 
as the day and hour could be agreed 
upon. Later it was said three of the 
five union heads, including the ma- 
chinists, hitherto the chief restraining | 
force, were agreed to call a strike 
Saturday, not later than noon. 

Together with talk of an immediate 
strike came the news from New York 
of the reorganization of the Harriman 
lines, moving Mr. Kruttschnitt, by 
whem all the railroad affairs have been 
ccnducted, to New York, making hima 
member of the boarg of directors and 
apparently extending his power.

Waterloo, Iowa, September 23,— 
President Taft today in a speech de- 


fining “the relations of the govern- 
ment to business,, announced that 


trust prosecutions begun by the de- 
partment of justice would continue 
despite recent criticism that business 
was being made to suffer. He served 
notice that the “big business inter- 
ests” of the country must be brought 
within the law, just as the railroads 
had been, and declined to admit that 
there exists any discretion which would 
enable the attorney general to stay 
the hand of the government In dealing 
with combinations in restrant of trade. 

At the same time the president made 
an earnest appeal for reasonable con- 
sideration of the railroads and the big 
industrial corporations on the ground 
that their reformation was being 
brought about steadily and satisfac- 
torily and that nothing was to be 
gained by “vindictive hostility.” 

He Denounces Demagogues. 

Mr. Taft bitterly denounced those 
politicians who seek toarouse the prej- 
udices of the peole and to array one 
section of the country againgt ’an- 
other. Such utterances, he declared,

It is the restoration of con- 
fidence between the classes of persons 
who have been opposing each other in 
times past, who now, after the réforms 
are initiated and are jn process of be- 
ing effected, ought to come together 
in amity and make the best use of the 
enormous resources we have -in this 
country for the promotion of genera) 
prosperity and the securing and en- 
couragement of individual happiness.” 

Mr. Taft said he had hear from men 
engaged in business the severest criti- 
cism of the anti-trust law. Their posi- 
tion, he declared, could not be sup+ 
ported, 

“They seem to think,” he continued, 
“that there ought. to be some measure 
making legal the control of competi- 
tion and limited monopoly, some stat- 
ute enacted which shall establish a 
line between those monopolies that are 
reasonable and those that are not. And 
no such line ‘ts posstble, and the su- 
preme court has expressly so decided.” 

The president said he had seen argu- 
ments based upon the attitude of for- 
eign governments in fondling and pro- 
tecting monopolies, No such policy 
Was possible in this country, he de- 
clared, and added that if competition 
was to disappear, state socialism must 
come because the government might 
better control a monopoly ‘than a pri- 
cate company, 

Heard by Thousands, 

Mr. Taft spoke in the public park 
here late this afternoon. It had been 
raining hard all day and the ground 
was soaking wet. A crowd of sev- 
eral thousand listened inténtly to him 
and applauded vigorously when he 
concluded, ; 

The president's first day in lowa 
one of large crowds all along the line 
from Council Bluffs to Waterloo. In 
most of his speeches, Mr. Taft dwelt 
upon the tariff. He again promised 
to recommend reduction in the various 
schedules as the tariff board reporis 
upon them and to sign any bills based 
upon these reports. : 

“I want you to know where I stand,” 
said the president, “if you do not ap- 
prove when you know where I stand, 
you know what to do, and if you do 
approve you know what to do. In any 
event, | am content to abide your ver- 
dict.” . 

The president was welcomed to Iowa 
by Governor Carroll, Senator Kenyon 
and a large delegation of republicans. 
Senator Cummins was not in the party. 

Taft Outlines Program. 

In his address President Taft out- 
bined a quiescent governmentt 
‘frogram on four points of  con- 
necticn between government and 
business: (1) Interstate commerce; (2) 
The trusts; (3) The tariff; (4) Need of 
currency reform. 

Mr.. Taft diseussed the enlargement 
cf the powers of the ititerstate com- 
merce commission, under his own and 
the Roosevelt administrations, adding: 

“There were certain amendments that 
I recommended thrt were not approved. 
One was a recommendation that no 
railroad company be allowed to acquire 
stock in a competing railroad com- 
pany, with such provisions for existing 
arrangements as would obviate confus- 
ion, and the second recommendation 
in accordance with the platform of the 
republican party, and the urgent mes- 
sages of my predecessor, was the com. 
peting railroads should be able to make 
temporary a”rangements for for com- 
ron rates between common points 
without giving them any binding char- 
acter as contracts. It was thought by 
congress, however, that this would se- 
riously affect the operation of the antt- 
trust act, and it was not approved. 

“Another recommendation which I 
made was one forbidding interstate 
commerce railways to issue bonds and 
stocks without permission of the in- 
terstate commerce commission. For 
this provision was substituted a sec- 
tion providing a commission to be ap- 
Pointed by tha president ta make a 
report upon the feasibility and wisdom 
of such a_ provision, and that report. 
will be submitted te congress at the 
next session. 

Wouldn’t Change Present Statute. 

“I think it is now generally conceded 
by those who understand the operation 
of the present law that the regulative 
power of the interstate commerce com- 
mission is sufficently great to remedy 
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injustices to shippers 
which gave rise to the demand for 
legislation. Except the introduction 
of a limitation as to the power of is- 
suing stocks and bonds, I do not think 
it wise to add to the present statutes. 
“The history of the operation of the 
interstate commerce act is interesting 
and instructive. Soon after the in- 
ception of the statute the rallroads be- 
kin to treat the interstate commercs2 
commission quite contemptuously. The 
svstem of unlawful rebates was very 
widespread among them, and the neg- 
lect of the law was apparent to every- 
cne interested in its operation. This 
condition aroused the indignation of 
the people and pressed their 'represen- 
tatives on to further restrictions. In- 
deed, it gave rise to a prejudice against 
the railroads from which they have 
suffered in some cases unjustly. 
“Now, I feel that they have become 
reconciled to the facts; they have come 
to recognizuy that the public insists 
upon regulating their business and see- 
ing to it through the interstate com- 
merce commission that they do not 
Violate the law. I believe and hope 
that the spirit of vindictiveness against 
these great arteries of public com- 
merce which the indignation of the 
public naturally prompted in their rep- 
peseptenives is gradually disappear- 
ng.” 
Puchi The Trusts. ; 
Mr. Taft reiterated his interpreta- 
tion of the supreme court's Standard 
Oil and tobacco decisions, and referring 
to pending prosecutions, said: .- © 
“Criticism has been uttered [n no 
measured tone against the activity 
of the department of justice in the in- 
stitution of prosecutions and bills of 
equity under the anti-trust law, on the 
ground that it is hurting business. It 
is the sworn duty of the executive to 
enforce the law, and as long as such 
combinations exist, and are known to 
exist to the law officers of the govern- 
ment in any way they would be lack- 
ing in their duty if they did not prose~- 
cute them. They are tinder my orders 
to treat the prosecution of trusts like 
the bringing of any other ,.suits which 
are within the scepe and duty of the 
department of jutsice, and I must de- 
cline to attmit that there is any dis- 
cretion which would enable the attor- 
ney general and his assistants to stay 
the hand of the government in respect 
of such violations of law. I do not 
think it need be long continued, be- 
cause I believe that the business com- 
munity itself .is rapidly taking in the 
effect of the decisions of the supreme: 
court, and that we may expect a revo- 
lutiom of feeling on the attitude of 
business men toward this step. 


Ne Good and Bad Trusts. 


“T have heard the severest criticism. 
from some men engaged in business, 
of ‘the anti-trust law. It is diffieult 
for me to argué with them, because I 
don’t understand how their position 
can be supported in the slightest. They 
seem to think that there ought to be 
some measure making legal the con- 
trol ef competition and limited those 
monopolies that are reasonable and 
those that are not-—-those that are be- 
nevolent and those that are uncon- 
scionable. Ne such line is possible, 
and the supreme court has expressly 
so decided. Mourning over a condition 
which is inevitable is useless, and until 
they realize that their. views in this 
regard must be radically changed their 
complaints must fall upon deaf ears. 

“T have seen arguments based upon 
the attitude of foreign governments 
toward great enterprises In which it iz 
ointed out that they have encourage 
ondied, and protected combinations o 
this character. That is true. There is 
a tendenoy among seme foreign g0v- 

ments to encourage what they call 
to take part themselves fn the 


cal ht as well be understood. , The 


countries to which reference is made 
are veering toward. state socialism. 
This, inde if OMpeTIRION is to dis- 
appear, is the logical escape from the 
evil of: private monoplies, because if

Against Tariff for Revenue. 


“Third. With respect to tariff laws, 
The business of the country today 
rests upon the protective tariff basis. 
Everyone knows this; an everyone 
must be aware that a change of. tariffs 
in such a way that those businesses 
that are dependent upon protection for 
their existence shell lese it must in- 
jure present conditions in all business, 
whether dependent on the tariff or not. 
The change, therefore, from a protec- 
tive tariff to a tariff for revenue only 
is necessarily hostile to existing busi- 
ness, and must lead to business de- 
pression and at least temporary busi- 
ness digaster. But there are many, 
and I am among those who believe 
that protection: in the past has been 
too high, and that it is possible to 
lower the tariff so as not interfere 
with business, give a living rate of 
protection to existing enterprise and 
yet prevent excessive prices growing 
out of excessive rates, In carrying out! 
such a policy and maintaining such an 
attitude, it is essential that the in- 
terests of business should be guarded 
by close investigation into their needs 
as to a protective tariff, and this em- 
phasizes the importance and _ vital 
necessity of the maintenance of a 
tariff commission and of its ascertain- 
ment of the facts with respect to busi- 
ness and the difference between the

‘On the contrary, I have been as 
strongly in favor of their supression 
by statutes made effective as anyone; 
but I think we have arrived at a time 
when the people themselves ought to 
acquire sufficient perception into the 
operation of economic forces to realize 
that a. sectional prejudice leading te 
legislation against the interests of one 
part of the country will as certainly 
redound to the detriment of another 
as night will follow day. We are in 
the same boat. 
the same waves. Why, then, should 
we allow the political fortunes of any 
one man or set of men;to mislead 
us into a hostility toward parts of 
the country which is certain to work 
injury to all? ray

Central Authority. 


“There ought to be some central gu- 
thority that coulgq take over the quick 
assets of the banks in the form of 
business papers and issue bank nates 
on the faith of it to meet the exigency 
arising at any time in a demand for 
money. If vested in one person or set 
of persons, the business can be intel- 
ligently done, panics avoided, ang mon- 
ey sufficient for the purpose of busi- 
ness constantly kept on hand. The 
present proposition of the monetary 
commigsion, which I believe will be 
recommended to congress, is that this 
authority shall be provided by a com- 
bination of all the banks of the coun- 
try reserving to the smaller banks a 
bower of selection greater than the ra- 
tio between their capital and the cap- 
ital o¢ the larger banks, jn which board 
er agency the government shall have a 
representative, not so that it may con- 
trol, but so that it may have a voice in 
the management. 

“I do not go into the details except 
to say that they must be carefully 
worked out for the pur of prevent- 
ing the politieal control of the mone- 
tary situation, or control by the large 
banks of Wall street.” 


A Plea For Quiet,

Misfortune of the Situation. 


“The misfortune of ‘the situation I 
perfectly realize.

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UNION IS ENJOINED 
BY BYRD COMPANY 


Printing Firm Asks Court to 
Prevent Outsiders Enticing 


Its Men to Quit Jobs. 


Declaring that members of various 
printing trades unions were coercing 
their men intoleaving the Byrd Print- 
ing Compapy yesterday secured an in- 
junction restraining the union men from 
gathering at the corner of Alabama 
and Forsyth streets to influence their 
employees to quit. A temporary re- 
Straining order was made until the 
hearing before Judge Bell on Octo- 
ber 11. 

The injunction filed by the printing 
company declares that on September 22 
the manager of the company’ learned 
that a number of the employees had 
joined or intended poining a trade un- 
lon, and as the company employed non- 
union men, asked all the men to signia 
contract to the effect that they would 


not join any union without S.ving a: 


month’s notice. 
had already. joined some union were 
discharged. 

The injunction further says that fol- 
lowing the discharge vt tne eight men, 
that local union men constantly ha- 
rassed the men remaining with <he 
company, jeering at them and calling 
them “scabs,” ete. and in this manner 
had influenced forty-six employees to 
leave their jobs, and that this seriously 
affected the business of the company. 

All forty-six of the men who leit the 
employ of the Byrd Printing Company 
became Members of the union, and 
after President Lynch, of the Typo- 
graphical Union, had been communi- 
cated with, were allowed the use of the 
union funds, as it was deciared a 
lockout,” and not a strike. 


Still Makes Statement. 


Luther H. Still, president of the local 
Typographical Union, made the follow- 
ing Statement in regard to the affair: 

I desire, in justice to the various 
unions which were made parties to the 
temporary injunction granted upon ap- 
plication of the Byrd Printing Compa- 
ny, to make the following statement: 

In the first place, there is no strike 
among the employees 
Prinjing Company. The difficulty is 
nothfhhg more than a lookout. 

in the second place, the Byrd Print- 
ing Company was a atrictly- non-union 
shop, On the 22d of this month Mr. 
Byrd called upon his employees in 
the composing room with an affidavit 
to be sworn to before a notary public, 
demanding to know if they weré affili- 
ated with the union, and further de- 
manding that in the event they join the 
union ie | would give him 80 days’ 
notice. hen this was presented to 
the men they protested, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that they were not affili- 
ated with the union, and put up the 
plea that they. had heen loyal to him 
and intended te remain so; but begged 
that they be relieved of making any 
such pledge, especially as he offered 
them no consideration at all. 

‘This he would not listen to, and, as 
@ consequence, feeling that their rights 
as American citizens were being in- 
fringed upon, they left the place of 
business to the number of 46, 

“After they were out they came to 
me and explained their predicament. 
I investigated their ability as work- 
men and found that the majority of 
them were capable men an received 
them into the union. I made a per- 
sonal visit to Mr. Byrd, was treated 
cordially, and explained the situation, 
and tried to get tpon some basis 
whereby we could come to an agree- 
ment that would be mutually beneficial 
to both the Byrd Printing Company 
and the Typographical Union, 

Woulda’t Treat With Him.

When he 
came back, about 10:30 o’clock, some- 
one hit him: with a—what do you call 
it?—a hatchet, and cut off the left 
side of his head. Then they shot ten 
other officers and took charge of the 


‘ship. 


A Several Days’ War. 

“Next morning there was a reg’lar 
war. The guns were turned on the 
town, and did a lot of damage. The 
Marines, stationeqg on an island be- 
tween the ship ang the town, joined in 
and the government called a sessién of 
the house of parliament—congress you 
call it—to settle things. 

“The revolution lasted from Tuesday 
till Friday. The ship got out of wa- 
ter, so they just trained the guns on 
Rio and signaled for some to be sent 
out. Two tanks came and with it two 
officers. They were made to drink 
several glasses and were lockeq up 
for four hours, so as to see if it was 
poisoned. 

“The government finally gave the 
men all that they wanted and granted 
a reprieve to everybody connected with 
it, but, of course, gave them ali the 
sack. After the reprieve was granted 
they did not believe it until the offi- 
elal copy was sent out, : 
“As goon as he coulg’ the British 
consul took ali the Englishmen off the 
boat and wouldn't let them’ go back.

That lesson, indubitably, stands out of an after-study of : an 
09] unusual election. 

The registration was. approximately 12,000. One-third of that 
number did not participate in the election. 

In*round numbers 3,000 Atlantans voted for the new charter. 
They had been definitely reached by the arguments. that. Atlanta 
needed an up-to-date charter. They voted accordingly. 

The approximate 5,000 voting against a change were marshalled 
by leaders who from the beginning had the advantage of fighting 
for the concrete. They were in possession. They did not want 
to be dispossessed—which was natural. Having a point of prac- 
tical focus, it was possible to build up a magnificent, aggressive 
organization. No one doubts they did that. The result is written 
decisively. The boys with the jobs, who wanted to keep the jobs 
they thought jeopardized, won. With them, personally, The Con- 
situation has no quarrel. Never at any time did we attack their 
honor or their integrity. Throughout a campaign filled with possi- 
bilities for rancor we indulged in no personalities. We did criti- 
cise the system under which they hold office. 

They won on the slogan that the old system can be made to 
meet every situation. Now let us see if they are correct! The 
burden of proof will be on them. 

For—the 4,000 who stayed at home were not moved to action 
by the abstraction of improving the city’s government. 

It is a safe assumption that three-fourths of these home-stayers 
were and are now in favor of charter revision. But the need for 
change had not been visualized to them, had not come home to 
them, had not emerged from the abstract to the concrete.

For instance, they have admitted, almost to a man, among their 
leaders, that the boards should be reduced.

| of the state in their temporary defeat

However, I am _  0not 
among those who have lost either faith 
or courage, but rather among those 
who are more determineg than ever 
to make prohibition prohibit and to 
prove that there ‘is sufficient moral 
manhood in this state to protect our 
elections and administrations from 
degradation and debauchery and our 
women and children ang others from 
ruin and wretchedness which liquorism 
licensed and fostered or permitted by 
non-enforcement of law, has been 
causing and will continue to cause un- 
til outlaws are convinced by punish- |: 
ment that they cannot secure the re- 
peal of this wise and beneficent law 
by violating it. 

“The enforcement of the law, how- 
ever imperfect, has accomplished much 
goog already. 

“While those among us of little faith 
may be wavering in their convictions, 
‘our friends, the enemy,’ are to some 
extent tiring of crime as a business 
and of politics as an investment. 
Should the law De ersistently en- 
forced those of them who do not change 
for the better or move out of the state 
will be comparatively few and harm- 
less and will soon be skulking like 
other criminals instead of posing as 
victims and martyrs.

CRAWFORD GIRL 
HELD FOR MURDER !* 


Police Theory That Young 
Woman Poisoned Family 
Gains Strength. 


New Orleans, September 28.—When 
Annie Crawford today attempted to 
further unburden her consciencé con- 
cerning the sudden death of her sister, 
Elise, whom she ig charged with mur- 
dering through the administration of 
poison, Judge John B. Fisher, before 
whom she was arraigned, declined to 
hear her. The _prisoner, without the 
slightst show of emotion, heard the 
reading of the affidavit which alleged 
that she “did wilfully and maliciously 
put to death” her sister. She was not 
represented by an attorney, and after 
a moment's hesitation she looked ap- 
pealingly at Judge Fisher and asked 
that she might be permitted to explain 
what part she had in putting her 
younger sister out of the way. Judge 
Fisher sternly refused to hear the 
woman, and ordered the clerk to enter 
a plea of not guilty for the prisoner. 
She was then rushed back to her cell 
in the parish prison. 

After arraignment at lil o'clock, An- 
nie Crawford was left alone for the 
rest of the day. What she wanted to 
teil Judge Fisher will not be known 
for a while. The police wil not tm- 
plore her to ‘talk further on the case. 
But it is their firm belief that the 
craving of the confirmed dope fiend  .r 
the accustomed portion of morphine 
will soon break her spirit completely 
and result in a full confession. 

‘Morphine Fiend for Years. 

She has been without morphine since 
last Saturday, she .old the district at- 
torney. She has been accustomed for 
years to take from one to two grains a 
week. Thus, the police calculate, by 
Saturday, a week from the date of her 
sister's death, the craving for the drug 
will bring from her lips the true story 
of Elise’s death.

The month of September which is 


-drawing-to-a-elose has been one of the 


warmest Septembers this section has 
ever passeq through. 

While no records for high tempera- 
tures have been broken, the month 
on the average has been the hottest in 
33 years, according to Weather Observ- 
er von Herrmann. 

The normal temperature for Septem- 
ber is 72 degrees. The average tem- 
perature for this September, however, 
has been 78 degrees, or six degrees 
above the normal, for each day. 

According to Mr. von Herrmann there 
has never been a September in 33 years 
when the mercury failed to descend 
below 60 degrees on at least one day 
during the month. In September 1910 
it dropped down to 535, which was some 
cold. Compare these figures with this 
September which has never had a day 
when the mercury descended below 66

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“That's what makes the month one of 
the hottest Septembers on record,” said 
Mr. von Herrman. “It isn’t the high 
temperatures which have been reached. 
The highest was 91 degrees on the 23th 
but September 18, 1896, has that beaten 
with 97 degrees. It is the fact that 
the low temperatures have been ex- 
ceedingly high as compared with other 
Septembers.” 

September, 1910, was nothing like a3 
Warm as the present one. In that 
month of last year the average tem- 
perature was only three degrees above 
the normal, or three degrees lower than 
the average for the present month. 

Mr. von Herrman sees no relief from 
the heat in sight. He stated that the 
next few days will tend to raise the 
heat average, and if the hot wave con- 
tinues much longer October probably 
will be in position to claim a few rec- 
ords in this particular line of weather

SUGAR AND COFFEE 
REACH THEIR APEX 


Some Evidence That There 
Will Be an Early Drop 


in Prices. 


New York, September 28.—The first 
evidences that sugar and coffee prices 
may have reached their apex came late 
yesterday, when it was announced that 
the Arbuckles had reduced their figure 
on granulated from 7.50 cents per 
pound to 6.75 cents, which is the price 
that has been quoted by the American 
for some time past. This reaction fol- 
lowed a decline in raw suzar yester- 
day of 11 points to 5.86 for centrifugal

— While Americus warehousés 
have received over twenty thousand 
bales of cotton already, the greater

BUREAUCRATIC RULE 


SCORED BY BALLINGER 


Denver, Col., September 28,——De- 
nouncing What he termed a tendency 
toward “bureaucratic government in 
America” and declaring that certain 
reformers were introducing doctrines 
which are “the antithesis of reform,” 
Richarg A. Ballinger, former sécretary 
of the interior, addressed the public 
lands’ convention today. He took oc- 
easion to reply to a recent address at 
Seattle, Wash., of Secretary of the In- 
terior Walter L. Fisher. 

“Ig it progress to give unbridied 
power to bureaucrats?” asked Mr. Bal- 
linger. “There is a set of people in 
this; as there is in every country, who 
want the government to do everything 
for them, because they are either too 
indolent or ineompetent to do for 
themselves,” he continued.

“I know it is not the custom to in- | 
troduce people promiscuously these 
days, but whenever the time is proper 
for an introduction, everybody should 
know bow to do it well,” said a woman , 
who had been asked to introduce a 
group of people whom she had scarcely 
known.

Columbia, S. C., September 28,—Sev- 
eral hundred farmers, busines men 
and bankers, in conference here today, 
discussed plans to keep the cotton crop 
from the market, and agreed upon 15 
cents as the price for cotton. The ac- 
tion of the Southern Cotton Congress 
at Montgomery was indorsed. Repre- 
sentative bankers from several cities 
of the state pledged the support of 
the banks in financing the crop. 

E. J. atson, president of the conven- 
tion, arnounced that C. 3. Barrett, head 
of the National Farmers’ Union, stated 
to him tonight in @ telegram that a 
definite announcement as to the French 
loan of $76,000,000 to finance the crop 
would be made in a few days, and that 
Mr. Barrett expected a rise 
price of cotton soon. 

A resoluticn was adopted 
that the South Carolina representatives 
in congress use their efforts’ to regu- 
late dealing in cotton by the exchanges 
so that real cotton will be the basis of 
all contracts, and that- actual delivery 
be had. 

A report submitted: by the §8tate 
Farmers’ Union showed that 50 per 
cent of the cotton crop of this state 
had been picked, and that 30 per cent 
had been placed on the market.

Now, it is a positive fact that many 
breeders of Plymouth Rocks who are 
lovers of the breed and enthusiastic 
cranks are yet unable to tell when 
they have really fine birds. The fac- 
ulty of carrying the outline in shape 
and color is very essential to the breed- 
er in breeding for the show room, and 
they should be able to tell a high- 


+ scoring bird at a mere glance if they 


would be successful breeders and ex 
hibitors. 

in selecting breeders the first requi- 
site is strong constitution and great 
activity. Did you ever notice that 
some one of your hens was far moreé 
spry and active than the others? For 
instance, on a cold and stormy day, 
you would see her out picking around, 
when the others would stay housed 
up. Put that hen down as a dandy 
breeder, her chicks will look like her 
when developed. Never breed a male 
or female that looks lazy or sleepy. 
Of all things avoid an awkward or 
sleepy male. They are no good on 
earth. Breed a male that has lots of 
style about him—the more the better—} 
full breast, and whose hackle will lag 
in the middle of his back as he stands 
erect. He must stand square on his 
legs, and must walk gracefully. He 
should be stylish and graceful in his 
carriage as a dancing master. Your 
breeders should be always spoiling for 
a fight, the fuller of fight the bet- 
ter. Such a bird will transmit his 
qualities to his offspring every time. 
In a word, his cockerels will look like 
him. With & male such as I have de- 
scribed and a female of great spry- 
ness and constitution you can't fail 
to get chicks that will have fine phys- 
i developments and in shape will 
resemble their parents. To get fine 
color in Plymouth Rocks the first 
requigite is clear color. Breed no cock 
that has brassy or straw color, and 
no hen that fades or turns brown, 
Bright, clear colors are what you want, 

Mating for cockerels: Male entirely 
free from brassy stray color, darker 
than standard color rather than light- 
er, the bafrimg narrow and distinct, 
colors not running together or into 
each other, with good bar on tip of 
feathers; saddle feathers long and 
abundant.

London, September 28.—It was stated 
here tonight that Turkey already has 
sent her reply to Italy’s ultimatum, 
expressing willingness to give prompt 
feonsideration to Italy’s grievances as 
soon as she is made acquainted with 
them, but declaring that it will be im- 
possible to grant concessions incom- 
patible with the _ sultan’s: sovereign 
rights and Turkey's treaty obligations. 
It is understood the Turkish ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain, Tewfik Pasha, on 
Tuesday informed the British foreign 
office that the landing of a single 
Italian soldier in Tripoli would be 
treated as a casus belli. He also begged 
the British government to use its good 
offices to bring about a settlement. 

Sir Arthur Nicholson, permanent sec- 
retary of the foreign office, it is under- 
w@tood, replied that the government 
would be. unable to interfere, as Brit- 
ish interests were not involved. It is 
expected, however, Sir Edward Green 
will receive Tewfik Pasha tomorrow, 
when the question of meditation may 
be reopened. 

The British press denounces Italy’s 
action in unmeasured terms, asserting 
Italy’s ultimatum sets forth no suffi- 
cient reason for the step, which Tur- 
key can regard only as an act of war. 
The general view exrpessed is that 
Italy evidently is bent upon forcibly 
seizing the Tripoli coast and has ruled 
diplomacy out of court by her action, 
which gives Turkey no chance to nego- 
tiate terms, ;

The Strike at Memphis,
